Combined Land, Automo- 
bile and Mechanical Show 
Proposed at Meeting Held 
on Tuesday Afternoon. 


ERECTION OF BUILDING ‘ 
TO COVER BLOCK URGED 


Auto Committee, Georgia 
Chamber Officials and 
Land Show Leaders Will 


Confer Over Plans. 


~ Preliminary steps looking to the es- 
tablishing in Atlanta of a permanent 
mid-winter exposition, combined in the 
form of a comprehensive land, auto- 
mobile and mechanical! show, in a build- 
ing to be constructed and covering an 
entire block as near as possible to 
the heart of the city, were taken at 
a meeting in the Ansley hotel yester- 
day, by the executfve committees of the 
Southeastern Land show and of the 
Automobile Association of Atlanta, 
with officers of that association and 
of the Georgia*Ghamber of Commerce. 

The meeting, held at ngon, resolved 
itself into the most enthusiastic gath- 
ering of a similar nature held here in 
years, and the 1918 land show, under 
‘the auspices stated above, was. fairly. 
and auspiciously launched and it is 
planned to make it a mid-winter ex- 
position the -equa] of which has never 
‘been attempted in the-.south. 

| Auditorium Too SmaH._ 

The meegng was called for .the pur- 
pose of discussing holding the 1917 land‘ 
and automobile shows under one roof—., 
the Auditorium, in which the land show 
is to be held next February. 1-15, incla- 
sive—but the land show committee ré- 
ported. that already its -only .threat~-. 
ened danger is lack of room, since to 
date practically two-thirds of its 
booth-space has been spoken for. 

It would be impossible, it was point- 
ed out—at any rate, impractical—to 
slage the two shows together this.year; 
and it was then that the broad idea 
of the “triple alliance” to be formed | 
as a permanent Atlanta institution, 
was broached. It “took like wild-fire,” 
said those at the meeting. 

It is planned to combine with the 
land show an automobile show and a 
machinery show of all machinery. re- 
lated to the farm or good roads. 

The automobile people will imme- 
diately appoint a committee to go in- 
to conference with the officials of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce and of 
the Southeastern Land Show looking 
to the starting of work in the early 
spring on the Southeastern Land Show 
for 1918, to be a mid-winter expo- 
sition in a temporary building near 
the center of the city. 

The conference was called by Prest- 
dent Charles J. Haden, of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, and was attend- 
ed by Edward Young Clarke, general 
manager, and Frank T. Reynolds, sec- 
retary of the executive committee of 
the land show; by H. N.- Reed, presi- 
dent of the Automobile Association of 
Atlanta, and by Robert Martin, chair- 
man of the automobile show commit- 
tee, and members of his committee. 

Ehler Thrills Audience. 


“Ginger” was injected into the meet- 
ing by H. B. Ehler, of California, who, 
after years in exploitation and devel- 
opment work in various sections of the 
Pacific coastal region, was brought to 
Atlanta to apply his energies toward 
the success of the Southeastern Land 
show. He fairly elctrified the meet- 
ing with his vivid description of the 
possibilities of such a combination of 
land show, automobile show and ma- 
chinery exposition would mean. 

It was agreed at the meeting that no 
time may be lost ® beginning concrete 
preparatons for the proposed enterprise 
the estimate being that ten months wil 
be required *& actual building opera- 
tions and organization and exploitation 
work before the opening date of the 
next big show, and ‘some at the meet- 
ing expressed the prediction that the 
plans should be made upon the basis 
of an anticipated attendance of more 
than 100,000 visitors to Atlanta during 
the mid-winter exposition, from all sec- 
tions of the United States. 

The general plan, as formulated 
roughly at the meeting, is to start ac-

It ls understood, while no enter in 
the new proceedings in the famous La- 
mar case has beén filed, that the peti- 
tion for a habeas corpus writ is based 
upon two contentions: First, that un- 
der the working of the sentence im- 
posed upon Lamar by the United States 
court of the southern district of New 
York, December 4, 1914, Lamar has 
served the term for which he was sen- 
tenced—the sentence having been that 
he serve two years’ imprisonment in 
the federal prison at Atlanta “from and 
including this date.” 

Second Contention. 

Second, that that particular court 
was without jurisdictiqn to sentence 
Lamar to servitude in this particular 
penitentiary. Upon what contention 
argument in this premise is based is 
not known, further than that it is pre- 
sumed to be the contention of Lamar 
that he was convicted of a crime, 
punishment for which the law does not 
prescribe a sentence which could be 
imposed and carried out at the At- 
lanta penitentiary.

Judge J. Robert Hodges was 48 years 
old. He had served as solicitor pro 
tem. of the Macon city court, two 
terms in the state legislature, one 
term as solicitor general of the Bibb 
circuit, was captain in the Spanish- 
American war in the Third Georgta in- 
fantry, was judge of the city court of 
Macon for thirteen and a half years, 
and was appointed to the court of ap- 
peals bench on June 4 of this year by 
Governor Nat Harris, succeeding Judge 
Richard B. Russell, who resigned to 
run for congress. 

Judge Hodges was a graduate of 
Mercer university of this city, having 
previously attended Emory college. He 
was a member of the Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity, Masons, Odd Fellows and 
Elks. 

During his last illness he became a 
communicant of the Roman Catholic 
church, an intention which he had made 
known to friends for many years. He 
never married, 

He was an advocate of the Baconian 
theory in regard to the authorship of 
the Shakespearean works, always 
maintaining that Bacon was the author 
and Shakespeare only an actor. He 
collected several rare volumes of these 
works. 

Funeral on Thursday. 

His mother’s family wa's a member of 
the famous Watts family of Alabama, 
and his mother’s uncle was the War 
Governor Watts of Alabama. 

When President Wilson issued a call 
for troops for service on the border 
last summer Judge Hodges offered his 
services if they were needed. 

The funeral will be held Thursday at 
St. Joseph’s cathedral. 

Surviving the deceased jurist are one 
brother, J. Oliver Hodges, of Macon; 
two sisters, Mrs. Edmondson, of New 
York city, and Mrs. White, of Ashburn, 
and several nieces and nephews. One, 
‘sister, Miss Martha Hodges, and a 
brother, Tosch Hodges, preceded him 
to the grave. —

GERMAN NOTE 
ON PEACE. 


Following is the text of the note ad- 
dressed by Germany and her allies to 
the hostile governments: 

“The most terrific war ever expe- 
rienced in history has been raging for 
the last two years and a half over a 
large part of the world—a catastrophe 
which thousands of years of common 
civilization was unable to prevent, and 
which injures the most precious 
achievements of humanity. 

“Our aims are not to shatter nor an- 
nihilate our adversaries. In spite of 
our consciousness of our military and 
economic strength and our readiness 
to continue the war (which has been 
forced upon us) until] the bitter end, if 
necessary; at the same time prompted 
by the desire to avoid further bloodshed 
and make an end to the atrocities of 
war,, the four allied powers propose 
to enter forthwith into peace negotia- 
tions. The propositions which they 
bring forward for such negotiations 
and which have for their object a guar- 
antee of the existence, of the honor 
and liberty, of evolution for their na- 
tions, are, according to their own be- 
lief, an appropriate. basis. for the 
establishment of a lasting peace. 


OBLIGED 
TO FIGHT. 


“The four allied powers have been 
obliged to take up arms to defend jus- 
tice and the liberty of national evolu- 
tion. The glorious deeds of our“"armies 
have in no way altered their purpose. 
We always maintained the firm belief 
that our own rights and justified 
claims in no way control the rights of 
these nasions. 

“The spiritual and material prog- 
ress which were the pride of Europe 
at the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury are threatened with ruin. Ger- 
many and her allies, Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Turkey, gave proof of 
their unconquerable strength in this 
struggle. They gained gigantic advan- 
tages over adversaries superior. in 
number and war material. Our lines 
stand unshaken against ever repeated 
attempts made by armies. 

“The last advance in the Balkans has 


been rapidly and victoriously overcome. 
The most recent events have demon- 
strated that further continvance of the 
war will not result in breaking the re- 
sistance of our forces, and the whole 
situation regarding our troops justi- 
fies our expectation of further suc- 
cesses. 

‘If, in spite of this offer of peace 
and reconciliation, the struggle should 
go on, the four allied powers are re- 
solved to continue to a victorious end, 
disclaim responsibility for this 
before humanity and history. The im- 
perial government, through the good 
offices of your excellency, ask the gov- 
ernment of (here is inserted the name 
of the neutral power addressed in 
each instance) to bring this communi- 
pcation to the knowledge of the gov- 
ernment of (here are inserted the 
names of the belligerents).”

Cordele, Ga., DecemDer 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Colonel Crum, who has_ been 
appointed by Governor Harris to suc- 
ceed Judge George as judge of the 
Cordele -judicial circuit, has for the 
past {iftden years been a member of 
the iaw firm of Crum & Jones, of 
Cordele, prior to which he was a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Busbee, Crum 
& Busbee, of Vienna, 

He served a term in the state sen- 
ate 1905-1906, and during this time 
fathered the bill which made drunken- 
ness on the public highway a criminal 
offense. 

He has been actively engaged in the 
practice of law for the past twenty- 
five years, is a member ‘of the state 
bar association and the American Bar 
association. During his practice he has 
been counsel in a number of cases of 
state-wide interest, and has been 
prominently connected with important 
litigation in south Georgia. He has 
always taken an active interest in 
local affairs and matters of state in- 
terest. 

He was one of the first and staunch- 
est advocates of the abolition of the 
convict lease system and putting the 
convicts on the county roads.

, WILSON MAY SEND 
INOTE TO ALLIES. 

Thére were indications tonight that 
President Wilson might find some way 
to express the solemn and earnest 
wish of the United States for a care 
ful consideration of the suggestion of 
peace, even before the entente govern- 
ments have made known their attitude 
toward the German proposal. This, it 
was pointed out, necessarily would be 
done in such a delicate and ultra con- 
fidential way that it never would be 
publicly known should the allies de- 
cline the offer. This course was said 
to be absolutely necessary so as to 
leave the United States free and un- 
embarrassed to act when an accept- 
able peace offer comes. 

Regardless of whether President Wil- 
son decided to accompany the German 
proposal with any word, it was said 
tonight he unquestionably would take 
steps to learn the attitude of the en- 
tente allies toward the peace move and 
possibly might again send to Europe 


his personal friend and adviser, Colonel 
E. M House. 


COMMENT 
RESERVED. 


None of the official dispatches had 
arrived tonight. The government's first 
information was conveyed in The As- 
sociated Press dispatches from Berlin. 
President Wilson was said to be deeply 
interested but reserving comment. Sec- 
retary Lansing maintained a similar at- 
titude. The cabinet discussed the de- 
velopment at its regular Tuesday meet- 
ing, but the situation was described by 
members as so obviously delicate that 
no announcement could be made. 

The absence of any specific terms for 
peace in the note, or in the German 
chancellor’s speech, was in a measure a 
disappointment to those who expected 
some concrete expression of a basis on 
which negotiations might begin. The 
German embassye however, is in pos- 
session of advices which outline in a 
general way what Germany expects and 
the diplomats of the entente powers, 
through their means of being supplied 
with information, believe they havea 
general idea of what terms the central 
powers are willing to advance as the 
basis for discussion. 


GERMAN TERMS 
FOR PEACE. 


Recent dispatches to the German em- 
bassy indicate a belief that the genera] 
terms might be in Substance as. fol- 
lows: 

A restoration of the status quo exist- 
ing before the war. This includes the 
evacuation of Belgfum and the restora- 
tion of the occupied portions of north- 
ern France with the exception of Al- 
sace and Lorraine. No authorized ex- 
pression wag obtainable from the em- 
bassy as to whether conditions would 
be attached ‘to the restoration of Bel- 
gium and French territory, but it was 
understood that the German idea was to | 
make-proviston for the future reutral- 
ity of Belgium and probably propose 
defortification, particularly of the city 
of Antwerp.

German peace proposal was evident in 
the first expressions available last 
night both from public men and the 
British press, although these were 
without knowledge of any definite 
terms and without any word from high 
authoritative sources indicating the at- 
titude of the government. 

The only information in the press re- 
ports was from ‘Berlin and in the ab- 
sence of some tangible official prop- 
osition British officials were disposed 
to maintain reserve. It was noticeable 
that the proposal had not created any 
profound impression among the aver- 
age Londoners. There was little talk 
in the hotels or other: public places 
and this discussion was far-lees ani- 
mated than in the recent ministerial 
crisis. 

Officials NOt Talking. 

Government cirelea also held aloof 
from any discussion, with an evident 
desire to learn more of the details be- 
fore committing the new administra- 
tion to a definite course of action. The 
foreign office would make no com- 
ment in the absence of the terms, but 
indicated that the British attitude up 
to the present was embodied in the 
declarations made from time to time 
by the former premier and Viscount 
Grey and that any new proposals would 
have to be considered by all the ene 
tente allies before a definite attituce 
was possible. 

Those in close association with the 
new government took fhe view that 
the proposars would prove entirely un- 
acceptable, mainly because they were 
not likely to touch what the ruling 
authorities regard as the most essen- 
tial basis of any peace, namely, such 
guarantees against German militarism 
as will permit England, France and 
their allies to demobilize their vast ar- 
mies, reduce their enormous military 
expenses and return to lasting condi- 
tions of peace. 

Both Premier Lloyd-George and Mr. 
Balfour, secretary for foreign affairs, 
are slightly ill and this may result in 
deferring the announcement of the 
plans of the new government next 
Thursday, but if an announcement is

The note declares that the German

The note says that the measure has

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PRICE AND JORDAN 
SPEAK TO CONGRES 


Price Tells of Farm Prog- 
ress in Georgia and Jordan 
Discusses Part of Cotton in 
Reconstruction of Europe. 


Norfolk, Va., December 12.—Prayer 
was offered today before the Southern 
Commercial Congress for the success of 
the peace negotiations inaugurated by 
Germany and her allies. The congress 
was in the midst of a discussion of the 
south’s problems during integnational 
reconstruction when Managing Direc- 
tor Clarence J. Owens read the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Berlin that 
the Teutonic allies had proposed peace. 

Cheers greeted the announcement, and 
when the demonstation had subsided a 
delegate requested the chairman, George 
W. Koiner, agricultural commissioner 
of Virginia, to ask some one “to in- 
voke the blessing of the Prince of 
Peace upon these negotiations to enc 
bloodshed.” W. D. Upshaw, of Atlanta. 
offered the prayer, while the delegates 
stood with bowed heads. 

Today’s session was under the direc- 
tion of the National Association of 
Commissioners of Agriculture. Com- 
missioners made pleas for the conserva- 
tion of the south’s resourres, diversi- 
fication of crops, a better system of 
marketing, better laws governing the 
grading of cotton and for the further 
use of cotton linters in the manufacture 
of by-products. : 

Some speakers hailed the federal 
farm loan act as a means of increasing 
the south’s agricultural yield by en- 
abling tenant farmers to become land- 
owners, 

Price Speaks on Georgia. 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. D. 

Price, of Georgia, spoke upon agricul- 
tural progress and _ possibilities in 
Georgia. 
Commissioner Price dealt especially 
with the progress made by the farmers 
of Georgia along scientific agriculture 
lines and pointed out how they are tak- 
ing advantage of the important re- 
search work being done by the United 
States government. f 

Discussing the development of diver- 
sified agriculture, Commissioner Price 
said: 

“At the beginning of the European 
war cotton had no value and we were 
at a loss to know just what would be- 
come of the average farmer. Diversifi- 
cation has been talked for a century. 
but the farmer who has been forced to 
raise cotton as his money crop could 
not believe for a moment that he could 
make a living without raising all-cot- 
ton. But when the boll weevil made 
its appearance in Georgia it was a 


question of necessity, a question that 
could no longer be considered only in 


come when all Georgians will see and 
believe that the boll weevil is a bless- 
ing in disguise. 

“We have more foodstuffs, more fine 
hogs and cattle in Georgia now than 
ever before. There is mere land being 
planted in leguminous crops, such as 
alfalfa and different kinds of clover 
than was ever known in the history of 
our state. We are securing and intro- 
ducing the very best breeds of cattle 
and hogs into the state. 

“We are beginning to Dbelleve that 
the question of diversification is of a 
permanent nature and will be of per- 
manent benefit rather than a tempo- 
rary one. 
“The establishment of the regional 
banks have helped more to make cheap 
money and high-price farm products 
than anything that has ever been done 
for the south, and it makes my heart 
glad to know that all of this was done 
by a man who was reared in Georgia.’

dress by Colonel Harvie Jordan, presi- 
dent of the Southern Cotton Growers’ 
congress. 

Practically the whole of the great 
American cotton crop will be converted 
into thé finished fabric in American 
mills twenty vears from now if the 
present annual ratio of increase con- 
tinues, declared Colonel Harvie Jordan. 
If this prediction should be fulfilled, 
he said, the ultimate annual value of 
each crop would reach the enormous 
total of $5,000,000,000. 

“The south’ now occupies the leading 
in cotton mill consumption 
throughout the world,” said Colonel 
“It consumes annually more 
lint cotton than all of the textile mills 
of Great Britain, more than all those of 
New England and the balance of the 
United States combined, and more than 
all the combined countries of Europe.” 
A few years ago, he asserted, 75 per 
cent of the raw cotton had to be ex- 
ported, while now foreign mills under 
peace conditions could not expect more 
than 560 per cent. 

Pointing out that it was the country 
or section which manufactures the raw 
material into the finished fabric that 
secures the maximum of value from 
such product, Colonel Jordan declared 
that the present medium yield of the 
south’s cotton crop, sold for its full 
Value for the first time since the civil 
war, would bring growers $1,250,000,000. 
He said present high prices of the sta- 
ple were due largely to the federal 
reserve banking system and the cotton 
futures law. 

The resolutions committee announced 
that the negro distribution resolutions 
offered by Judge Francis D. Winston, 
of Winston-Salem, N. C., had been laid 
on the table. The committee tonight 
had not completed consideration of oth- 
er matters before it, but it was expect- 
ed to report tomorrow. 

Secretary of Labor Wilson addressed 
the congress tonight. Secretary Wilson 
told the congress he. did not believe 
immigration from Europe after the 
war would be as great as it had been 
before because history showed that it 
was people’s tendency to Stay where 
they had suffered. He said he was in 
favor of a more equitable distribution 
of immigrants. in this’ country and 
a hg that as far as possible they 
should be placed on farms so as to 
develop waste lands.

Counsel for the News Print Manu- 
facturers’ association, which controls a 
large share of the output, declared it 
had been impossible to analyze in so 
short a time statistical facts presented 
by the comm*fssion’s investigators at 
the outset of the hearing: that the chief 
complaint was from small. publishers 
unable to get paper because of the in- 
creased demand, and that the manu- 
facturers, after conferring, had decided 
they were open to any proposal for an 
equitable distribution of their product.

Washington, December 12.—After an- 
other day of debate over the eyclusion 
of aliens on account of race, tne sen- 
ate late today adopted the committee 
amendment to the immigration bill 
which would bar Hindus and certain 
other Asiatics without mentioning 
them by name, with an added provision 
stipulating that nothing in the act shall 
be construed to repeal any existing law, 
treaty or agreement which serves to 
prohibit or restrict immigration. S5ena- 
tor Reed’s amendment to exclude Af- 
rican blacks was defeated 32 to 3%. 


The Added Stipulation. 


The added ‘stipulation, proposed by 
Senator Phelan, of California, is de- 
signed to replace the direct reference 
to the so-called “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” with Japan, which was stricken 
out of the house bill by the senate com- 
mittee at the requestsof the state de- 
partment. 

The committee amendment prescribes 
certain geographical areas from which 
immigrants shall not be admitted, in- 
stead of naming the races or national- 
ities, as was done jn the bill as it pass- 
ed the house.

HINDUS AND ASIATICS 


Senator Phelan engaged In a lively col- 
loquy, the former insisting that it was 
needless to insert in the bill any’ ref- 
erence to agreements, because they 
would not strengthen the position of 
the United States. . 

‘Tt is a great mistake,” said Sena- 
tor Lodge, “for this congress to give 
wanton and. needless offense to a 
friendly nation by which we gaim abso- 
lutely nothing.” 

Senator Phelan declared that after 
the bill had passed the house certain 
Japanese busybodies objected, and that 
he thought “this government ought to 
be conducted from Washington, not 
from Tokio.” 

The Phelan provision prevailed with- 
out a roll eall and the committee 
amendment as modified was adopted by 
a vote of 42 to 14, western senators 
voting against it. 

Senator Phelan gave notice that he 
would offer another amendment to 
prohibit entrance of so-called Japan- 
ese “picture brides” into the United 
States. 

“Tempest in Teapot.” 

Senator Williams, of Mississippi, 
during the debate declared he could 
not see why such a “tempest tn a tea- 
pot” was being made over the Japan- 
ese question, particularly when Japan 
has lived up ao its agreement and as 
a government has é¢reated us in the 
best possible way. 

“The trouble here with some of you,” 
said he, “is that you are willing to de- 
clare the United States to be a white 
man's country in one instance and not 
in another. Some of you who are 
shouting loudest now about Japanese 
exclusion voted a little while ago 
against exclusion of negroes from this 
country. You stand around and fraise 
international complications about the 
Japanese, who are higher civilized than 
you are, but dare not, because of local 
conditions, declare as to the negro that 
this is a white man’s country.

In Wallachia snow has 
intervened to check, but only slightly, 
the advance of the central powers 
against the Rumanians and Russians. 
The town of Mizil, on the railway be- 
tween PYoechti and Buzeu, has been 
captured, as also has the village of 
Urziceni, 20 miles’ to the southeast. 
Berlin announces that more than 10,000 
additional Rumanians have been cap- 
tured. 

In the Carpathians and along the 
Moldavian frontier the Russians are 
continuing their violent attacks, bu® 
according to Berlin, without success. 
it is asserted by Berlin that the Rus- 
sians in the Carpathians have lost 
80,000 men. 

Along the Cerna river the entente 
allies have again attacked viciously, 
but again have been repulsed with 
heavy casualties, according to Teu- 
tonic allied advices. Five Bulgarian 
posts south of the Lymnitza river have 
been captured by entente troops. 
Snow has put an end to infantry ac- 
tivity north of Monastir.

ary. There is said to be no possibility 
of a peace conference being held in the 
United States. Berne and The Hague 
are mentioned as the most likely places 
and it is not doubted that Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ‘. ambassador 
here, would go as one of his countrys 
representatives. His attitude was ex- 
pressed tonight in the following state- 
ment: 
“T am, of course, extremely gratified 
at the step that has been taken. I hope 
that it will be successful. Even if it 
does not lead to peace, it offers proof 
that Germany wants peace, even after a 
victorious campaign, and does not de- 
sire the responsibility for further suf- 
fering of mankind, loss of life and prop- 
erty. Germany wants peace and does 
not desire conquest. I cannot say any- 
thing about the terms.” 
Diplomats of the entente allies here 
regard the peace offer as having the 
double purpose of placing upon the 
allies the responsibility for continuing 
the war and for impressing upon the 
German people that they are fighting a 
defensive conflict against enemies who 
refuse quarter. Coming immediately 
after the culmination of the triumphant 
Rumanian campaign, the peace offer, 
entente diplomats say, is intended also 
to impress the German people that they 
need have no lack of confidence in their 
government to continue the war. 


ALLIED DIPLOMATS 
ON GERMAN TERMS. 


.Based upon information from thelr 
home governments the entente diplo- 
mats believe Germany's terms are in 
general about as follows: 

Restoration of Belgium, but with 
conditions which would practically 
leave it under German control and 
probably give over the port of Ant- 
werp to Germany. 

Restoration of the occupied portions 
of northern France, but with economic 
control which would guarantee to Ger- 
many supplies of iron and other raw 
materials drawn from there. 

‘Domination of Mesopotamia by Ger- 
many and Austria to give them a path 
to the Persian gulf and break Eng- 
land’s gateway to India and Egypt. 

To award to Bulgaria all of Serbia as 
far south as Nish, which would take 
from Serbia as much territory as she 
gained in the Balkan wars. They ex- 
pect Germany will demand the return 
of her African colonies, or at least 

ropose to exchange them for the 
french colonies. 

Turkey’s interests are considered a 
minor affair and not fully developed 
in consideration of peace. 

The attitude of the Balkan nations of 
the Germanic allies, it is expected, will 
be set forth in the notes which have 
been dispatched from Sofia and Con- 
stantinople, and nothing of them is 
known at the Balkan legations here, 
except that Bulgaria probably will ex- 
pect to get Macedonia and Dobrudja, 
which formerly belonged to her, mak- 
ing the Danube the boundary between 
Bulgaria and Rumania and shutting 
the latter from the Black sea. 


GERMANY’S OFFER 
TO BE FORWARDED. 


The actual procedure in conveying 
Germany’s proposal to her enemies, ac- 
cording to precedent, begun with 
Charge Grew forwarding the note to 
Washington. The state department then 
will forward it to the American ambas- 
sador resident in the country to be ad- 
dressed and he in turn presents it to 
that government, acting in the interest 
of Germany and her allies. 

One immediate effect of the peace 
developments upon the United States 
will be to hold in abeyance practically 
all the diplomatic issues pending with 
the warring countries. The new sub- 
marine issue with Germany, the pro- 
test against deportation of Belgians, 
the controversy with Great Britain 
Over mails and commerce, all will 
mark time until it becomes apparent 
whether they will be solved by the 
advent of peace. 

Regardless of how far Germany's 
proposal may be expected to go toward 
ending the war, it was regarded as of 
greatest significance that for the first 


' time in two and a half years of war

In German quarters here it is be- 
lieved that any sort of an armistice 
during a discussion of peace plans 
would be out of the question, because 
this is an economic as well as military 
war.

United Front Presented Against 
Government—Reorganized 
Cabinet Is Wanted. 


Petrograd, December 12.—(Via Lon- 


don.)—The swift procession of political 
events has come to a temporary halt 


awaiting the final decision of the gov- 
ernment. 

A majority of both parliamentary 
chambers, for the first time in their 
existence, present a united front 
against the government, and a series 
of extraordinarily sensational accusa- 
tions against the present cabinet and 
disclosures of government inefficiency 
and corrupt influences have been crys- 
tallized into the more dignified shape 
of a demand for a ministry which can 
be supported by the legislative bodies 
and public opinion. “ihe 

Both chambers are firm in their in- 
sistence upon not merely a changed 
personnel in the ministry, but the 
final elimination of those “‘dark forces 
which formed the topic of so many im- 
passioned utterances in the duma and 


the imperial council. The present up- 
heaval can be understood in outlining 
as a tremendously patriotic protest 
against the efforts of the German par- 
ivy and all other influences wnich have 
attempted to imterfere with the suc- 
ceseful prosecution of the war. 

‘The last word has apparently been 
said in both chambers. Half of the 
extreme right faction in the duma has 
seceded from the party since the scan- 
dal caused by the insuit offered Presi- 


dent Roedizianko by the reactionist dep- | 


uty, Markoff, and the imperial council 
has by an overwhelming majority al- 
lied itseif with the duma. ., 

The next move will undoubtedly be 
made by the government. In the mean- 
time pleas for a “responsible ministry” 
are heard everywhere and the news- 
papers print long articles anticipating 
the new regime.

OF USE OF PASSES

Valdosta, Ga., December 12.—(Spe- 
efal.)—R. T. Eddy, attorney and special 
examiner; J. W. Van Sant and W. &. 
Curry, examiners ofthe division of car- 
riers’ accounts of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and F. R. Hanna, of- 
ficial reporter for the interstate com- 
merce commission, began a two days’ 
hearing here today investigating al- 
lezged misuse of pa'sses and free trans- 
portation over railroads in this section 
of Georgia and North Florida.

War Brides in Lead—Some 
Resistance in Rails. 


New York, December 12.—The stock 
market was thrown into a state of con- 
Vulsion today on the news that the cen- 
tral powers had instituted peace nego- 
tiations. The announcement was fol- 
lowed by an avalanche of selling which 
more than taxed the market's powers. 
Important stocks fell 
away five to ten points and in one in- 
stance—Bethlehem Steel, foremost of 
the “war brides’—an extreme loss of 

27 points was registered. 

Rails were the only shares to mani- 
fest any degree of resistance, although 
in that quarter losses of 2 to 3 points 
were numerous, with 3% for Reading. 
No division of the list was immune from 
the heavy liquidakion which was at its 
flood in the last hour.. Trading at that 
time was so enormous that the tickers 
were twenty minutes behind actual 
operations. 

Short ‘covering served in some _ in- 
stances to ease final prices, but in no 
noteworthy case were rallies more than 

' nominal. Many weak-margined ac- 
‘counts were thrown over and “stop 
loss’ orders with which the market 
seemed to be honeycombed constituted 

a large part of the day’s business. 

Total sales amounted to 2,500,000 
shares, the largest amount, according 
to authentic records, since the reopen- 
ing of the exchange in December, 1914, 
and seldom exceeded. Of this total, 
United States Steel and the so-called 
War group contributed an unusually 
large proportion. 

The decline in stocks was accompa- 
nied by further demoralization in rates 
of exchange to Germany and Austria, 
with a fall to another minimum in An- 
glo-French bonds. These operations
